These two books, which we have examined with much 
interest, should prove a lasting monument to the industry and 
learning of their author. The question of degeneracy of the 
jaws in its relation to the administration of criminal justice was 
presented in evidence in the case of the People v. Prendergast 
in the City of Chicago, in which case the learned author was 
called and examined as an expert. It seems to the writer that 
anyone with unprejudiced mind, examining the statistics so 
industriously collected by the author, will b6 compelled to 
regard his conclusions with respect. To treat such conclu- 
sions with ridicule, as was done by some of the alleged experts 
in this case, is, to take a charitable view, evidence of ignorance. 
To give these works such a notice as they deserve would 
occupy too much space; but, among other questions therein 
considered, we would call particular attention to Chapters X, 
XI, XII and XIII, respectively, of the work secondly above 
described, treating upon " Crime," " Prostitution and Sexual 
Degeneracy," " Moral Insanity," " Pauperism and Inebriety " 
and " Intellectual Degeneracy." 

No practitioner of law called upon to investigate a case in 
which the alleged criminal presents stigmata of degeneracy as 
was the case in the Prendergast trial, can afford to pass by 
this work.
